It Is a measure entirely different 


from the draft first proposed by this 
extra legal commission, the changes 
having been made to meet the ob- 
jections of the railroads, and with- 
out opportunity to know tbe reasons 
or tbe necessity for them. 


It circumscribes the powers of the 


commission and makes It Impossible 
for that body to defend Its own or- 
ders. 


It gives the railroads additional rea- 


sons to control the department of Jus- 
tice, and to took carefully after the 
appointment of an attorney general. 
who under Its terms. Is the only per- 
son with authority to determine what 
suits. If any. shall be defended by the 
government. 


Would Permit Merger*. 


The blil. In to far as the corpora- 


tions are concerned, nullifies the Sher- 
man anti-trust act. U permits the 
merger of railroads. 


The terms of the bill affecting traf- 


fic agreement between railroads are 
not In accord with the platform dec- 
laration of the Republican party nor 
with the public utterances of Presi- 
dent Taft or of former President 
Roosevelt. They declared that these 
traffic agreements should be subject 
to the approval of the commission, 
while the bill provides, not for 
ap- 


proval, but only that the commission 
shall have right to challenge such an 
agreement In the court.

Its title Indicates that it U to have 
jurisdiction over any subject It Is over 
tbe subject of f uch a corporation a* Is 
furnishing gas to the people of Wash- 
ington. 


Senator Drown asked that that reso- 


lution be referred to the committee oa 
contingent expenses of the senate. 
That Is. that It take the usual and or- 
derly course. 
Senator Galllnger, the 


head of the committee on the District 
of Columbia, wanted that It should go 
to his committee. Mr. Gallinger's mo- 
tion was ruled out of order and then 
he moved to lay the motion to refer to 
the committee on the contingent ex- 
penses of the senate upon the table.
